Note . — The cause of the small difference between the bulk quantities when warehoused and when 
taken out of warehouse, is that distillers are in the practice, after payment of the duty, of filling up 
their casks with duty-paid spirits, as allowed by the Act 4 Geo. 4, c. 94, before removal of the 
spirits from warehouse ; but the deficiency in proof gallons, as stated above, shows the actual loss 
that accrued on the spirits whilst in warehouse. 

The higher ratio of deficie.ncy on the last item arises on fine whiskey imported for consumption 
as unrectmed spirit, which the distillers or proprietors often allow to remain in warehouse for a 
great length of time.
